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INTEREST IN FIRE PREVENTION 
Each October, Fire Prevention W eek is 
observed throughout 
the 
United 
States 
and Canada. 
The week is sponsored by 
such organizations as the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters, the United States 
Chamber of Commerce, the National Safe­ 
ty Council, etc., and its purpose is to cre­ 
ate a “ fire consciousness” in the public 
mind. 
Following the week, reports are collect­ 
ed from participating communities, tabu­ 
lated and analyzed by experts. 
Then a 
small committee of authorities on fire pre­ 
vention choose the communities, in vari­ 
ous population groups, with the most dis­ 
tinguished records. 
Grading is done on a percentage basis 
and it is interesting to note that in the 
last contest, 31 communities were given a 
rating of 90 per cent or over, with 64 
other cities between 80 and 89 per cent. 
Growing improvement in efficiency was 
generally noticeable in the programs pur­ 
sued by the communities. 
The states of 
Kansas, 
Indiana, 
New 
Yo rk, California and Pennsylvania receiv­ 
ed highest honors in the number of re­ 
po rts submitted, while 
Quebec 
returned 
the largest number of reports of any sin­ 
gle state or province in Am erica. 
H igh­ 
est ranking cities w^ere Los Angeles, Je r ­ 
sey City, W ichita, Fort Collins and A t­ 
lanta. 
It is interesting to note wide geo­ 
graphic spread of large and small cities 
participating. 
It is difficult to exaggerate the poten­ 
tial benefits of such an activity. 
Practi­ 
cally every community, large or small, ob­ 
serv es Fire Prevention W eek to some ex­ 
tent. 
The tabulations 
and 
aw'ards of 
merit give each community an opportuni­ 
ty to learn how adequate its ow’n program 
is in comparison 
with 
others. 
And a 
spirit of healthy rivalry in fire prevention 
must inevitably bring losses downi. 
The 
w’inning communities are to 
be 
congratulated— and all other cities should 
resolve to rank higher next year.

MARTIN JOHNSON 
M artin Johnson, victim of the Los An­ 
geles plane crash, made notable contribu­ 
tions to natural history research, but he 
was best know’n to the public as the man 
w’ho brought the jungle and its inhabi­ 
tants to the movie screen. 
Yet few’ ever 
spoke of M artin Johnson alone; it w’as 
alw ays “ the ^Martin Johnsons.” 
His w’as 
the perfect partnership, comments the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch; 
wdth 
a wife 
who 
shared w’ith him the spirit of adventure 
and inqiiirv, and who for 26 years took 
an equal part in their travels to the most 
remote and w’ildest sendions of the w’oiid. 
Johnson was neither bi^-game hunter : 
nor prim arily an explorer. \H e preferred 
to be called a “ moving picture explorer."’ 
W h en animals were killed, it w’as (»nly to 
prevent the picture from being fatal. 
He 
explored extensively, and alw ays the film 
recorded his travels. 
He met pygmies, 
head-huntei’s, jungle monarchs, and a few’ 
months later movie audiences shared his 
and Mrs. Johnson’s— adventures. 
He had 
flow’u thousands of miles over otherwise 
inaccessible regions w’ithout accident, and 
it is a tragic irony that his life should end 
in the crash of a commercial plane on a 
scheduled flight.

W ebb M iller gives an analysis of the 
situaljoii on Spain which 
impresses me 
as the most just, most authoritative and 
most painful survey that I have seen.

; tude (or worse) as Sir Edw ard Grey so 
obstinately maintained in Ju ly, 1914. Had 
he but declared that if Germ any attacked 
I France, Britain would join in, there w’ould 
have been no war. Britain seems l)ent on 
j the same ruinous policy again. There is 
sucli a tiling as losing one’s life by trying 
to save it. 


The standard sophistry and polite in­ 
solence of Germ any’s reply to the British 
note on “ volunteers” in Spain should sting

some kind of decision. 
I do not think * 
there is the slightest reason to fear that

either Mussolini 
or H itler

Spain, but it is plain that they are bent on 
exploring the British patience or tim idity 
to something only infinitesim ally removed 
from the last limit. 
That the vast m ajority of the Spanish 
people are against the rebels. Ph’anco has 
himself confessed. 
He admits that he 
cannot even capture M adrid but by Ger­ 
man armies. 
And if Britain continues to 
be dominated by his Fascist element and 
France is too distrustful of British help to 
throw’, as she might and promptly would, 
a stronger force for the deliverance of 
M adrid than Germ any has sent for its 
capture, and if M ad rid’s streets run red 
wnth patriot blood, still 
there 
remains 
Catalonia, a still tougher billet for F ran ­ 
co to chew’, and, most insoluble of all, the 
problem how’ these oppressors can main­ 
tain their rule in Spain by a foreign army. 
This hour wmuld seem to be the dark­ 
est in this w’hole tragic and once easily 
preventable struggle. 
W e may still have 
faith in the true British soul, and if that, 
to our ghastly surprise, should fail, w^e 
know’ that the trumph of such men as 
H itler and Mussolini, 
how’ever 
brutal,

JAPAN HAS “ CHEATED'» ON NAVY 
Fletcher Pratt in the Am erican Mercury. 


It is about time to say publicly w’hat 
every naval man has known in private 
for the last ten years— that the Japanese 
navy has been cheating on w’arship build­ 
ing ever since 19 24. 
The facts are these: 
The Japanese have constructed 10,000-ton 
cruisers which are in fact pocket battle­ 
ships, light cruisers that are in fa<*t 10,- 
000-tonners, destroyers over 
the 
naval 
treaty quotas, and “ defensive” submarines 
W’hich can operate off the Panam a Canal 
from Jap an w’ithout refuelling. 
But let it also be made clear that this 
statement is not an effort to conjure up 
a new’ yellow' peril. 
The Japanese have 
had plenty of reason to distrust occidental 
idealism and plenty of provocation for 
disregarding their commitments. 
These 
particulars are merely an explanation of 
why the Am erican and British admirals 
were so reluctant to agree at London on 
that “ common 
upper 
lim it” 
of naval 
strength which seemed so reasonable a 
demand.

course, has been that the common upper 
limit w’oiild give Jap an so decisive a na­ 
val superiority in the Western Pacific that 
Am erica w'ould be unable to maintain her

Nation-w'ide recognition has come 
to research w'ork ers at the Cornell 
poultry department for their vvork 
on the cause and prevention of per- 
osis, a bone deformity in young 
chick ens. The problem has had the 
attention of scientists throughout the 
country for years. 
The Cornell investigators have 
been experimenting for the past tw'o 
years on the relation of certain in­ 
organic elements to this disorder 
in chick s. They do not announce 
a 
“ cure” but merely the role these 
elements have in the cause and 
prevention of this disorder. 
The scientists announce that per- 
osis is due to the lack of certain 
inorganic elements, of w’hich m an­ 
ganese is notable, and that an ex­ 
cess of calcium and phosphorus 
mak es the condition worse. They dis­ 
covered that the perosis-preventing 
property of common feed stuffs was 
roughly in proportion to their m an­ 
ganese content. 
By means of 
a 
spectroscopic analysis, considerable 
manganese and traces of iron were 
detected in substances used in their 
studies. Aluminum also entered into 
the picture. 
Centering attention on m.anganese, 
the investigators had to w'ork w’ith 
measurements as fine as 0.0025 per 
cent, W 'hic h is 25 parts to a million, 
adding that amount to a diet al­ 
ready containing 0.0010 per cent. 
'This amount was found to be quite 
effective 
in 
preventing 
perosis 
w’here 1.0 and 1.2 per cent of calcium 
was present in the ration. It also 
work ed w’ith similar levels of phos­ 
phorus. 
Aluminum and zinc were shown 
t o 
have sim.ilar but less effective pre­ 
ventive action. A mix-ure of m an­ 
ganese, aluminum, and zinc pre­ 
vented the disorder at the lower cal­ 
cium and phosphorus levels^^and, 
i i \ 
addition benefited growth slightly.. 
The Cornell research work ers say 
results have merely demon.« ;trated 
the importance of manganese and 
certain other trace elements in pre­ 
venting perosis. Now’ they in‘end to 
determine the quan*i-ies of 'lie el­ 
ements needed to best handle the 
disorder.

Blames High Mortality for 
Loss to Poultrymen .

Raisin g a pullet to the layin g age 
of 20 weeks n ow costs $1.04, ac­ 
cord in g to accoun ts kept by 38 poul­ 
trymen in co-operation with the d e­ 
partmen t of farm man agemen t at 
Corn ell un iversity. This pays the 
way from a d ay-old chick to the 
layin g age. 
In reachin g the layin g age, the 
chick n eed s 12 poun d s of grain an d 
19 poun d s of mash. About 46 per 
cen t of the total cost is for feed , 
14 per cen t for labor, 25 per cen t is 
the origin al cost of the chick; an d 
the remain d er for use of build in gs, 
equipmen t, fuel, in terest, an d other 
costs. 
Poultrymen had a better year in 
1935 than in 1934, the econ omists 
say. The improvemen t was d ue 
main ly to better prices for eggs. 
Return s for each hour of labor 
averaged 48 cen ts an d represen t 
the best showin g sin ce 1930. 
It cost 27 cen ts to prod uce a d oz­ 
en eggs in 1935, or two cen ts a d ozen ■ 
less than in 1934. This red uction in 
cost, together with a four-cen t im­ 
provemen t in price, mad e possible 
an average profit of three cen ts a 
d ozen . 
Prod uction on these cost-accoun t 
farms averaged 146 eggs to the 
hen , or about 44 more eggs than 
the average for the state. On e- 
fourth of the bird s d ied or were 
lost or stolen d urin g the year. High 
mortality, say the econ omists, is 
on e of the most importan t causes 
of failure in the poultry busin ess.

President Roosevelt’s plan designed 
prim arily for efficiency, would save 
about a tenth as much. 
At 38 Byrd became governor of 
Virginia after learning his econom­ 
ics in the business w’orld.

W hen he got through, he had con­ 
solidated and eliminated until 
the 
entire state government was hand­ 
led by 12 departments.

A saving of about $800,000 a year 
was made in operating costs, he said, 
and ‘‘many other benefits w'ere de­ 
rived from increased efficiency.”
